i RULES OF THE SENATE; 


. THIRD LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY, STATE OF MONTANA. 


Rule 1.—Hours or MEETING. The hours of meeting of the Senate shall 
be 10 o’clock A. M. and 2 o’clock P. M., unless otherwise specially ordered by 
vote of the Senate. 

Rule 2.—CALL oF THE SENATE. The President shall call the Senate to or- 
der at the stated hourand after roll call and prayer by the Chaplain the journal 
of the preceding day shall be read, corrected and approved. 

Rule 3.—PRESIDENT pro tem. The President pro tem. shall, in the absence 
of the President, take the chair and call the Senate to order at the hours of 
the meetings of the Senate, and have the same power as the President, but . 
the President pro tem. shall vote only as any other member of the Senate. 
When the Senate is equally divided, the Secretary shall take the decision of 
the President. 

Rule 4.—ABsENTEES. No Senator shall absent himself from the service of 
the Senate without leave first obtained. A less number than a quorum of the 
Senate are hereby authorized to send the Sergeant-at Arms, or any other per- 
son, for any or all absent Senators as the majority of such Senators present

shall agree, at the expense of such absent Senators respectively, unless such 
excuse for non-attendance shall be made as the Senate, when a quorum is con- 
vened, shall judge ‘sufficient, and this rule shall apply as well fo the first meet- . 
ing of the Senate, at the legal’ time of meeting, as to each day of the session 
after the hour has arrived to which the Senate stood adjourned. 

The President or acting President of the Senate, or if less than a quorum 
thereof, shall have the power to issue process, directed to the Sergeant-at- 
Arms, or any other person, to compel the attendance of Senators absent with- 
out leave. Any Senator who shall refuse to obey such process, unless sick 
and uhable to attend, shall be deemed guilty of a contempt of the Senate, and 
the Sergeant-at Arms, or other person‘to whom such process may be directed, 
shall have the power to use such force as may be necessary to compel the at- 
tendance of such absent Senator, and for this purpose he may command the 
force of the county, or of any county in the State. 

Rule 5.—ORDER oF BUSINESS. After the reading and approving of the 
journal, the order of business shall be as follows: 

1. Presentation of Petitions. 

2. Reports of Standing Committees. 

3. Reports of Select Committees. 

4. _ Messages from the Governor. 

5. * Messages from the House of Representatives. - 

6. Introduction of Bills. 

y. First Reading of Bills. 
8.. Second Reading of Bills. 
g. Motions, Resolutions and Notices. 

10. Business on the General File, and Third Reading of Bills. et 

Ir. Unfinished Business of the Preceding Day. : 

12. Special Orders of the Day. 

13. Reports of the Committees on Enrollment and Engrossment shall at 
all times be in order. . 

Provided, That messages from the Governor, State Officers, and from the 
House of Representatives, may, on motion from any Senator, b be considered at 
any time. 

kule C.—INTRODUCTION oF BILLS. All bills, resolutions, reports and papers, 
when introduced, shall be endorsed with the name of the Senator, or Com- 
mittee, presenting the same to the Senate. Every bill shall be introduced bya 
Senator after a notice given, or by an order „of the Senate, or omw report of a 
committee, and one day’s notice at least shall be given of the introduction of 
a bill, unless two-thirds of the members present shall vote to dispense with 
such ‘notice. a 

Rule 7—THREE READINGS OF Bitts. Every bill, memorial or joint resolu- 
tion requiring the signature of the Governor, shall receive three several read- 
ings previous to its passage, and the President shall give notice at each read- 
ing whether it be the first, second, or third reading. But no such bill, me- 
morial or joint resolution, shall receive a second arid third reading on the 
same day. 

Rule 8—Commirments. No bill or joint resolution shall be committed or - 
amended until it has been twice read. If objections are raised to the bill on 
its first reading, the question shall be “shall the bill be rejected?” If no ob- 
jection be made or the question to reject be lost, the bill shall go to its second 
reading without further question. 

Rule 9.—BILL or MEMORIAL REQUIRING THREE READINGS. Onthe second 
reading, every bill or memorial requiring three readings, shall be referred to 
the appropriate standing committee which shall be announced by the President, 
“unless the Senate, on motion, make a different order in relation thereto. 

Rule 10._PRINTING oF BILLS AND Papers. Two hundred copies of every 
bill, memorial or joint resolution, requiring three readings, shall be printed 
after a second reading and report from the appropriate committee unléss 
otherwise ordered. And all bills, memorials or resolutions, that shall be 
printed, shall remain at least one day on the files after being printed, before 
being considered, provided, that, under no circumstances, shall the original 
bill be placed in the hands of the printer, but a true copy thereof shali be 
made under the direction .of the Printing Committee, and forthwith, by that 
committee, delivered to: the printer. 
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Rule 11.—BILLS To BE READ TWICE AT LenetH. The first and third read- 
ing of ‘every bill, resolution or memorial shall be at length, unless the Senate 
by a two-thirds vote shall dispense with one reading at length; and in no case 
of bills appropriating money shall the requirement of two readings at length 
be dispensed with without the unanimous consent of the Senators present. 
The second reading of every bill, resolution or memorial shall be by its 
title. i 

Rule 12. ENGROSSMENT oF Britis. The final question upon the second 
reading of every bill or other paper, originating in the Senate, and requiring 
three readings previous to being passed, shall be, “Shall it be engrossed and 
read a third time?” And upon every such bill or paper originating in the 
House of Representatives, “Shall it be ordered to a third reading?” And no 
amendments shall be received for discussion at the third reading of any bill, 
but it shall at all times be in order, before the final passage ‘of such bill, to 
move its commitment under special instructions. 

Rule 13.—QUESTION ON PassaGe oF Bixtts. Upon a third reading of a 
Senate bill, the question shall be stated thus: “This bill having been read. 
three several times, the question is, ‘Shall the bill pass?” Upon the third 
reading of the House bills, the question shall be stated thus: “This bill 
having been read three several times, the question is, ‘Shall the bill be con- 
curred in?” 

Rule 14.—BILLS, AMENDMENTS AND RESOLUTIONS ENGROSSED. All bills, 
amendments, and resolutions, after being engrossed, in pursuance of the order 
of the Senate, shall be carefully examined and reported. back by the Com- 
mittee on Engrossed Bills, the engrossed copy to be transmitted to the House 
of Representatives, with the proper indorsements, and the original retained 
by the Senate. : l 

Rule 15.—GENERAL Fitz. All bills having received two readings and re- 
ported back by a committee shall constitute the General File. Bills in the 
General File shall be arranged therein by the Secretary in the order in Which 
they are reported, or referred thereto as aforesaid, and shall be considered in 
the same order, unless the Senate shall direct otherwise. me , 

Rule 16.—BILL OR RESOLUTION OPEN TO AMENDMENT. Substitutes may 
be offered at any time when a bill or resolution is open'to amendment previous 
to engrossment, and when adopted shall take the place of the original bill or 
resolution, and shall be open to amendment. ` 

Rule 17.-—MOTION OR PROPOSITION, ON SUBJECT DIFFERENT. No motion 
or proposition on a subject different from that under consideration shall be 
admitted under color of amendment or substitute. 

Rule 18.—LARGEST Sum AND Loncest Time. In filling up blanks the 
largest sum or number and the longést time shall be put first. 

Rule 19.—AMENDMENT TO CONSTITUTION OR BILL. When an amendment 
to the Constitution or any bill, requiring the concurrence of two-thirds of the 
Senators, is under consideration, the concurrence of two-thirds shall not be 
required to decide any question for amendment, or extending to the merits, 
being short of the final question. :

Rule 21.—CoMMITTEES OF THE SENATE. All committees of the Senate, 
special and standing, and all joint committees on the part thereof, shall be: 
elected by the Senate, unless otherwise specially ordered, and a majority of « 
the Senate may at’ any time change the membership of any committeé by 
giving one day’s notice thereof. 

Rule 22—No COMMITTEE SHALL ELECT CLERK. No committee, standing 
or special, shall elect a clerk without first obtaining the consent of the Senate. 

Rule 23.—OrRDER TO REFER. When a resolution shall be offered or a mo- 
tion made to refer any subject, and different committees shall be proposed, the 
question shall be taken in the following order: * ; 

ist.- The Committee of the Whole Senate. i 

end. A Standing Committee, 

3rd. A Select Committee. $ 

Rule 24.—ORDER OF PRECEDENCE. When a question is under debate, no 
motion shall be received but the following. privileged questions, which shall 
have precedence in the following order: 
To adjourn. 

For a call of the Senate. 

To lay on the table; > . ` 
To postpane to a certain day. 

To commit. 

To amend. - ` 

To postpone indefinitely. . 

Rule 25.—DEBATABLE Motions. No motion shall be debated until. the 
same be seconded and distirictly announced by the President; and it shall be ` 
reduced to writing if desired by the President or any Senator, and read by the 
Secretary before the same shall be debated. A motion said be withdrawn at 
any time before amendment. 3 

Rule 26.—WHEN READING OF A PAPER IS Carta For. When the reading : 
of a paper is called for (except petitions), and the same is objected to by any 
Senator, it shall be determined by a vote of the Senate, without debate. But 
this rule is not applicable to any bill, resolution, amendment, or other propo- 
sition which may be at the time directly under consideration. 

Rule 27—WHEN A SENATOR SHALL SPEAK. - Every Senator, when he 
speaks, shall, standing in his place, address the President, and when he has 
finished he shall sit down. No Senator shall speak more than twice in- any one 
debate on the sdme day and at the. same_stage of the bill, without leave; and 
Senators who have.once spoken shall not again be entitled to the floor (except 
for explanation) to the exclusion of another who has not spoken. 

Rule 28.—_WuHo SHALL SPEAK, When two or more Senators shall rise at’ 
once, the President shall name the Senator who is to speak first.’ 

Rule 29.—WHEN CALLED TO ORDER. When a Senator shall be-called to - 
order he shall sit down until the President shall have determined whether he- 
is in order or not; and every question of order shall be decided by the Presi- . 
dent, subject to an-appeal to the Senate by any Senator. -If the Senator be 
called to order for words spoken, the exceptional language shall immediately 
be taken down in writing. 

Rule 30.—PREvious QuESTION. . The previous question shall be in this 
form: , “ Shall the main question be now put.” Itshall only be admitted when 
demanded by a majority of the Senators present upon division’ and its éffect 
shall be to put an end to all debate and bring the Senate to a direct vote upon 
amendments reported by a committee, if any, upon pending amendments and 
then upon the main question. On a motion for the previous gusni and 
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prior to the seconding of the same a call of the Senate shall be in order; but 
after a majority of the Senators have seconded such motion, no call shall be in 
order prior to the decision of the main question. If the previous question is 
negatived, the Senate shall proceed in the same manner as if the motion had 
not been made. f 

Rule 31.—No DEBATE OoN MOTION FoR PREVIOUS QUESTION. On a motion 
for the previous question, and under the previous question there shall be no 
debate. And all incidental questions of order arising after. a motion is made 
for the previous question (or while acting’ under the previous question), shall 
be decided, whether on appeal or otherwise, without debate. - 

Rule 32. WuEN AYES AND Nors CALLED For. When the ayes and noes 
shall be called for by two members present, every member within the bar of 
the Senate at the time the question was put, shall declare openly and without 
debate, his assent or dissent to the question. In taking the ayes and noes, and 
upon the call of the Senate, the names of the Senators shall be taken alpha- 
betically. Ween the ayes and noes shall be t ken upon any question in pur- 
suance of this rule, no Senator shall be permitted, under any circumstances 
whatever, to vote after the decision is announced from the chair. 

Rule 33.—SENaTOR ABSENT WITHOUT Bar or SENATE. Whenever any 
Senator is absent without the bar of the Senate when his name is calledon . 
the call of ayes and noes on dny vote about to be taken, his vote shall not be 
received unless unanimously agreed to by the Senators present; nor shall a 
Senator be counted, on a division of a vote, who is absent without the bar of 
the Senate without leave. 

Rule 34.—Morion To RECONSIDER. On the day succeeding that on which 
a final vote on any bill or resolution has been taken, said vote may be recon- 
-sidered on the motion of any Senator; provided, notice of intention to move 
such reconsideration shall have been given on the day on which such final 
vote was taken by a Senator voting with the majority; and it shall not be in 
order for any Senator to move a reconsideration on the day on which-such 
final vote was taken. Said motion of reconsideration shall have precedence 
over every other motion except a motion to adjourn. No notice of reconsider- 
ation shall be in order on the day preceding the last day of the session. 

Rule 35—No REPORT TO BE Mape To House. Ifa Senator gives notice 
that he intends to move a reconsideration, the Secretary shall. not report the 
bill or resolution to the House of Representatives till the resolution [recon- 
sideration] is disposed of, or the time for moving the same has expired. ~ 

Rule 36.—TITLES oF BILLS TO BEINSERTEDIN JOURNAL. The titles of bills, 
and such parts thereof only as shall be affected by proposed amendments, shall 
be inserted in the journal. 

Rule 37.—PROCEEDINGS OF THE SENATE TO BE ENTERED IN‘JOURNAL. The 
proceedings of the Senate, when not acting as a Committee of the Whole, 
shall be entered on the journal as concisely as possible, care being taken to re- 
cord a true and accurate account of the proceedings; but every vote of the 
Senate shall be entered on the journal, and a brief statement of the contents of 
each petition, memorial or paper presented to the Senate shall also be inserted 
in the journal. 

Rule 38.—RuLES OF SENA*E IN COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. The rules 
of the Senate shall be observed in the Committee of the Whole, so far as ap- 
plicable, except liniiting the number of times of speaking, and except that the 
ayes and noes shall not be taken. 

Rule 39.—CusHine’s LAW AND PRACTICE, In all cases not provided for in 
these rulés, the Senate shall be governed by the law and practice as laid dow 
in Cushing’s Law and Practice of Legislative Assemblies. ' 

Rule 40.—RULES, WHEN CAN BE CHANGED. .No standing rule or order of 
the Senate shall be rescinded or changed, without the concurrence of a majority 
of the Senate and one day’s notice being given of the motion therefor, which 
motion shall embrace the proposed amendment; but a rule or order, may be 
suspended temporarily by a vote of two-thirds of the Senators present, except 
rules or orders relating to the final passage of bills. 

All proposed amendments on any proposed new rules shall be referred to 
the Committee on Rules without debate. 

Rule 41.—Rooms, PASSAGES AND BUILDINGS OF SENATE UNDER CONTROL 
OF PRESIDENT. The rooms, passages and buildings set apart for the use of the 
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Senate shall be under the control and direction, of the President of the Senate, 
and he shall have the control and direction of the “journals, papers, and bills of 
the Senate; he shall see. that all the officers of thle Senate perform their re- 
spective duties, and may assign places to reporters. 

Rule 42 DISTURBANCE OR DISORDERLY CONDUCT IN LossBiEs. In case of 
a disturbance, or disorderly. conduct. in the lobbies, the President (or Chairman 
of the Committee of the whole Senate), shall have the power to order the 
same to be cleared. 

Rule 43. —PRESIDENT’S RichT:To NAME SENATOR ‘To THE CHAIR. The 
President shall have the right to namfe any Senator to perform the duties of 
the chair, who is hereby vested during such time, with all the powers of the 
President; but [such?] substitute shall not lose the right of voting on any 
question while so presiding. 

Rule 44. MESSENGERS INTRODUCED. Messengers are introduced in any 
state of business, except while a question is being put, where the ayes and 
noes are being called, or while the ballots are being counted. 

Rule 45.—Dury or DoORKEEPER AND SERGEANT-AT-ARMS IN PRESERVING 
ORDER. It shall be the duty of the doorkeeper to prohibit all persons, except 
Senators, members of the House of Representatives, state officers, officers of 
the two Houses, and such reporters as have seats assigned them by the Presi- 
dent, from coming within. the bar of the Senate, unless invited by the Presi- 
dent or a Senator, and it shall be the duty of the Sergeant-at-Arms to arrest 
for contempt all persons outside the bar, or in tlie gallery, found engaged in* 
loud conversation or. otherwise making a noise, to the disturbance of the 
Senate. 

Rule 46.—NOMINATIONS From THE Governor. When nominations shall ' 
be sent by the Governor to the Senate for their confirmation, the same shall 
be, unless the Senate shall by a majority vote otherwise direct, acted upon at 
once. 

Rule 47._SEcRET SESSION. Ona motion, made and seconded, to close the ~ 
doors of the Senate on the discussion of any business, which may in the opin- 
ion of the Senate require secrecy, the President: shall require ail persons ex- 
cept the members, and Secretary of the Senate, to withdraw, and during the 
discussion of said motion the doors shall remain closed fand every member 
and officer of the Senate shall keep secret all such matters, proceedings and 
things, whereof secrecy shall be enjoined by order of the Senate. 

Rule 48.—ENGROSSING AND ENROLLING BILLS. All bills ordered engrossed 
shall be delivered to the Engrossing Clerk by the Secretary of the Senate, and 
the receipt in writing of the Engrossing Clerk taken therefor; and all-said 
bills shall be engrossed in the order of their receipt by said Engrossing Clerk; 
and all Senate bills shall, after their final passage by and receipt from the 
House, be delivered to the Enrolling Clerk by the Secretary of the Senate in 
the order of their receipt from the House of Representatiyes, and the receipt, 
in writing, of said Enrolling Clerk taken therefdr; and said bills shail be en- . 
rr by the Enrolling Clerk in the order of their TEADE from the Secretary 

e Senate. 

Rule 49.—PRIVILEĠE oF CLosıne DEBATE. The’ author of a bill, motion, 
or resolution, shall have the privilege of cloning the debate, unless the pr evious 
question has been sustained. 

Rule 50.—TimE ALL COMMITTEES SHALL REPORT, All committees of the 
Senate shall report their action on all bills or matters referred to them within 
five days after reference, unless at the meus of the Committee een CE time 
be granted.
